This heavy loss is as nothing 
when compared to that which 
might be saved had we good roads 
The heavv expense of pulling 
teams to death; breakage am 
wear on rolling stock; in the haul 
ing of half and sometimes quart¬ 
er loads, will be saved to say no 
thing of the comfort, and the en¬ 
hanced value of our property 
which would ensue from better 
roads. Instead of our young men 
going west by 1 tfre thousand like 
they have in the past 50 years, 
good roads will draw to us the 
industrious farming class which 
which brings prosperity whereev- 
ec it goes . 

While we not like to pose as 
reformers,, yet a change must be 
made in the management of 
highways. They have no foun¬ 
dation, and it vain to think that 
any lasting benefit can come f. 
putting on any amount of what 
might be called superstructure. 
It is high time that we quit throw 
ing good money after bad, and 
begin putting our roads on a pay¬ 
ing basis.
